Views Of The. Candidates 


Dr. Daniel 


Frishman 


In recent weeks I have spoken 
with many groups regarding my 
candidacy. for the school committee 
in Andover. Two of the most fre- 
quently asked questions are: 

**Can the large increase pro- 
posed for the 1969 school budget 
be justified?’’ 

I have spent a _ considerable 
amount of time studying this 
budget. When I calculated that the 
1969 budget asked for a 27% in- 
crease in salaries and an equal 
27% increase in ‘‘expenses”’ (all 
other costs), I was surprised. In 
my business experience I have 
found expenses never go up as fast 
as salaries. A 27% increase inboth 
indicates to me that our school 
budget needs a more business-like 
approach. For example, budget 
planning should be started early 
and instead of estimates the budget 
should contain precise projected 
costs of planned expenses. I be- 
lieve that we could save money if 
department heads andteachers are 
encouraged to provide precise in- 
formation and costs on their ac- 
tivities and purchases. In addition, 
an accounting system designed to 
provide up-to-date accurate in- 
formation should be established. 

I also started questioning the 
premise on which _ increased 
teacher requirements are based. 
I think a careful examination of 
pupil-teacher ratio on the elemen- 
tary, junior high and high school 
levels, inthe light of reasonable 
interpretation of the Willis-Har- 
rington recommendations could 
very well ease our budget re- 
quirements for 1969.

14% tax surcharge at the state 
level and a continuation of the 
10% surcharge at the federal level. 

If elected, I will emphasize 
greater efficiency and economy. 
It should be understood that, as a 
Department of Army civilian audi- 
tor, I audited government  ap- 
propriation accounting, budgeting, 
programming, supply manage- 
ment, training, maintenance 
management, transportation, con- 
struction and electronic data pro- 
cessing. I was also involved in 
the Army Cost Reduction Program. 
I am presently involved in the 
audit of the management and oper- 
ation of computers at American 
Mutual Insurance Co, 

With the prospect of greatly in- 
creased taxes, I am very much 
disturbed when I read in the 
TOWNSMAN and Eagle Tribune 
that; 

‘The $35,000 deficit incurred 
by the school department in its 
expense budget, will have to be 
approved by 80 per cent of the 


| voters at town meeting inMarch,”’ 


‘*The TOWNSMAN independently 
checked with heads of three de- 
partments-music, audiovisual 
and library- and batted three for 
three in finding discrepancies and 
errors in administration report- 
ing of their expenditures,”’ 

‘‘Dr. Albert Greenberg stated 
Tuesday night that several depart- 
ment heads have recently told him 
that they were urged in the last 
weeks of the year to ‘‘go out and 
spend’? - even in excess of their 
budgets, TOWNSMAN investigation 
revealed, as in the case of the 
music department.’’ ‘According 
to FinCom Chairman Greenberg, 
some department heads said they 
were told to ‘‘pad’’ their budgets 
by about 20 per cent since ‘‘they 
would be cut that much anyway.”’ 

‘*Said one department head: ‘‘We 


get absolutely no advice from the

administration on how to judge 
cost or any other aspect of the 
budget.’” ‘*The school adminis- 
tration has stated’ that the defi- 


cit stems from omissions in post- 


ing expenditures in some depart- 


‘ments, and limitations of the book- 


keéping machine.” 

In addition to greater financial 
controls, I would, if elected, stress 
better financial planning. I favor 
long range planning. I believe 
that our educational program for 
the next three to five years should 
be translated into dollars and be 
submitted to the school committee 
for review and approval. Sucha 
document would have to be updated 
annually. In this way, we may 
be able to accomplish a reason- 
able implementation of Andover’s 
planned educational program.

The major issue this year is 
the angry confrontation between 
those who are concerned with 
quality education with little or no 
regard for its cost, and those who 
are concerned with reducing the 
tax rate, regardless of the conse- 
quences, because of a spiralling 
tax rate. 

The position of the two ad- 
versaries are becoming fixed to 
the detriment of the community 
and its children, because the heat 
of the argument does not permit 
the light of reason to enter the 
conflict and resolve it for the 
mutual benefit of all. 

Neither opponent seems to re- 
cognize the harsh and existing 
realities. On the one hand, the 
school system is adding 300 to 400 
children each year, compelling the 
town to provide the necessary faci- 
lities and staff, thereby increasing 
the school budget. On the other 
hand, the taxes raised to meet 
these increased costs, as well-as 
town, state and federal budgetary 
requirements are becoming ex- 
cessive. 

This serious fiscal problem 
compels us to apply, finally, the 
techniques and methods of sound 
business management to our town 
activities in every area and phase. 
This wili necessitate total and co- 
ordinated planning, setting ofgoals 
and objectives and. establishing 
priorities. The attainment of these 
objectives require that options and 
alternatives be considered and 
evaluated for each action, not only 
to determine its justification but 
to reduce if possible, any costs. 

We must bring to this imposing 
task experience, common sense, 
knowledge, calmness and a com- 
mitment to maximize the educa- 
tional return of each tax dollar.

I am in favor of reducing the 
ratio of pupils per teacher but 
would defer such action until after 
the Vietnam.

Two concerns are responsible 
for my decision to seek election 
to the office of Andover town 
moderator. 


If Town Meeting is to remain 
an effective form of government 
for this community as its popula- 
tion pushes toward 25,000 and be- 
yond, it must be made to function 
more democratically and more 
efficiently. 


As moderator, one of my first 
concerns would be to see that all 
views be heard at Town Meeting, 
but that repetition and useless 
harangues be eliminated. I would 
encourage proponents and op- 
ponents of various proposals to 
caucus in advance of Town Met- 
ing and select able spokesmen to 
present their opinions in an in- 
formative manner, 


In addition, I would work to or- 
ganize pre-Town Meeting brief- 
ings, discussions of both sides of 
a controversial warrant article 
presented by informed .speakers 
representing both negative and 
positive points of view. These 
sessions would be broadcast and 
would serve to ‘‘educate’’ voters 
before Town Meeting, which should 
eliminate the need for two and 
three hour debates on the floor of 
the meeting itself. 


My second concern, though by 
no means a concern of secondary 
importance, would be the appoint- 
ment of an experienced and totally 
independent Finance Committee. 


Members of this vital board 
should be experienced at develop- 
ing and evaluating budgets for 
business or industry, they should 
be free of ties to pressure groups 
within the community and they 
should not be in a position to pro- 
fit personally as contractors, real 
estate developers etc. either from 
approving or disapproving pro- 
posed municipal expenditures 
about which the Finance Committee 
is consulted,

The most difficult task for the 
Moderator is to select the Finance 
Committee. While some people 
may think doing this is rather 
routine, I do a great deal of 
selecting, sifting, re-selecting and 
more sifting before I finally arrive 
at the name of the person whom I 
will appoint. The most important 
factor in the selection of a mem- 
ber of the finance committee is 
his reputation and integrity, this 
I establish to my own satisfaction 
before I consider the individual 
further. The next important factor 
is his proficiency in his chosen 
profession or employment so that 
he can use this proficiency and 
experience in the various elements 
of town expenditures in his field. 
In other words he can use his ex- 
pertise in solving the budget re- 
quirements of the field in which 
he has special knowledge as they 
relate in the over-all budget of the 
town. As an example a contractor 
having hired or purchased heavy 
equipment would know what the 
town requirements were for the 
use of such equipment and advice 
the other members of the com- 
mittee as to whether the town 
should either purchase the equip- 
ment. or rent the same, I[t-,has 
beer’ rather difficult selecting the 
right man, inasmuch as a great 
many citizens who could be used 
in this respect have other com- 
mitments in January or February 
of each year or who find that 
serving on the Finance Committee 
may put them in a position where 
there is some possibility as toa 
conflict of interest existing in a 
particular case and the person 
does not want to become involved 
in any such matter. I try not to 
consider for selection any person 
who might fall into this category.

Before appointing the person in- 
volved I usually have an interview 
with him to impress upon him that 
he is the watch dog of the finances 
of the Town of Andover and that 
he governs himself accordingly. 
Usually that is the last contact I 
have with him regarding his posi- 
tion on the finance committee. 

I like to think that the Finance 
Committee is an individual body 
no member having any axe togrind 
and that the only interest which 
they have to exploit is the interest 
that they share in common with 
most other citizens that is to see 
that the town gets a dollar’s worth 
of service or betterment for every 
dollar expended. 

While Moderating a town meet- 
ing may seem difficult to most 
people, I find that once the meeting 
is started that the people of An- 


-dover recognize that the Moderator 


will conduct the meeting to the 
best of his ability. As most citizens 
are aware, the Town Moderator has 
traditionally, at least for the last 
several years, been a lawyer 
and while I do not exclude 
the possibility that a layman may 
serve as a Moderator, I do think 
that the Moderator should have 
some sound legal training or some 
experience in some other legisla- 
tive body before aspiring to this 
job. I find that in Moderating a 
meeting I not only call upon some 
of the legal talents I possess but 
also on my Legislative experience 
in order to make a reasonably 
correct decision while Moderating. 
The different assets that a 
Moderator must have is atremen- 
dous sense of fairness and a tre- 
mendous respect for those people 
who attempt to get their point 
across to the people assembled at 
the town meeting and a firm be- 
lief that the town meeting is a 
forum in which every citizen will 
be given an opportunity to air his 
grievances either by putting an 
Article in the Town Warrant or by 
speaking for or against an Article 
on the Town Meeting Floor.

To the Editor of the Townsman 

So many people here intownhave 
raised questions about the interim 
tax proposals of Governor Sar- 
gent that I would like, through your 
columns if I may, to offer some 
answers. 

The Governor has stressed that 
the tax proposals are not partisan 
proposals, nor would they be per- 
manent, nor does he insist that the 
Legislature pass them unchanged 
if the legislators have any better 
ideas. 

The Governor was simply re- 
quired by state law to submit a 
balanced budget by January 22, only 
days after he assumed the govern- 
orship. He had to deal with the 
state fiscal situation as he found 
it. 

Having met that legal require- 
ment by the deadline, Governor 
Sargent is now seeking to set the 
state’s financial house in order. 

He has already announced plans 
in a cutback of the burgeoning 
Medicaid program which should 
save $35 million, half in state 
funds, half in federal. He has 
announced that he and his staff 
are looking for more ‘‘fat’’ to 
trim, and he will have more cuts 
to suggest in coming weeks. 

Furthermore, the Governor has 
made clear that he shares the 
view of many other citizens that 
our whole tax structure needs 
an overhaul. His proposals, sub- 
ject to legislative changes, are 
intended only to bridge the gap 
in time while the special commis- 
sion studying the overall tax pic- 
ture finishes its work and makes 
its report, hopefully by this sum- 
mer. The important state govern- 
ment reorganization plan is also 
pending. 

This interim period is an awk- 
ward time, particularly for a new 
governor suddenly taking charge. 
I am sure the people willgive him, 
the tax commission, and the Leg- 
islature the few months they need 
to do a proper job.

Is Fired Up 


The town election campaign be- 
came fired up Tuesday as a re- 
sult of remarks made by Select- 
man Sidney P. White at the Can- 
didates night program at Sanborn 
school, 

White, questioned by a person 
in the audience relative to his 
position on the town manager 
charter and the present incumbent, 
Richard J. Bowen, gave a reply 
which brought reaction from two 
of his colleagues. 

White said he was in favor of the 
charter but felt it needed changes.

‘were inexcusable.”’ He, like 
Allen, was critical that a confi- 
dence was violated. 

Allen’s statement: 

‘Some time ago in an executive 
session of the Board of Selectmen, 
a discussion took place about the 
reappointment of the Town Man- 
ager this summer when his five 
(5) year term of office ends. Know- 
ing of the opposition on the part of 
some of the Selectmen to his re- 
appointment and in reply to a ques- 
tion as to the activities of the Town 
Manager in seeking another posi- 
tion in case he was not reappointed, 
I did say, confidentially, that I had 
recommended him for avery re- 
sponsible post in the field of edu- 
cation. I said this in the spirit 
of anexecutive session, feeling that 
my fellow Selectmen would not 
violate that trust. Now that Mr. 
White has seen fit to make public 
a statement of mine made in con- 
fidence, my loss of faith in him 
mustbe obvious... As a matter of 
fact, it means that I can no longer 
feel free to discuss at Board 
meetings any private matter with- 
out the fear that it may become 
public knowledge. 

‘‘The reappointment of the Town 
Manager will be, of course, a 
matter of discussion at a later 
date. At any rate, Mr. White’s 
position is, on this matter at 
least, crystal clear.”

Needs A Cleanup — 


Bancroft Is Unacceptable 


The Bancroft School has not 
been accepted by the town, and 
will not be accepted until it is 
clean and ready for use. 

Double sessions will continue 
at South school for at least 
another week or two. 

The school committee backed 
up Building Committee Chairman 
Robert Lloyd Tuesday night. They 
postponed setting any opening date 
for Bancroft until the building 
committee finds that school 
acceptable and ready for student 
use. 

Leominster Construction Co., 
the principal contractor, did not 
come close to meeting its agree- 
ment to have the building clean by 
5 p.m. Tuesday, nor did building 
committee chairman Robert Lloyd 
feel that Leominster official Frank 
Reynolds had tried very hard to do 
so. So the building committee 
scrapped it’s side of the agree- 
ment, - which was to vote accept- 
ance last night and assume 
financial responsibility as of Feb. 
21. 

«“‘P’ve stuck my neck out for them 
four times, and I’m fed up,’’ an 
angry and disappointed Lloyd told 
the school committee Tuesday 
night. ‘‘The contractor has let me 
down.”’ 


Lloyd said the pace of Monday’s 
cleaning was slow, that he had in- 
formed Reynolds Monday night that 
he was responsible for seeing that 
Bancroft was plowed out Tuesday 
morning so that work could con- 
tinue, but that Reynolds had not 
done so; men still couldn’t get in 
to work Tuesday noon. 


‘‘Now that we’re down to the 
wire, he’s using our desire to get 
into the building as a weapon to 
leave things undone he’s supposed 
to do,’’ charged Lloyd. 


The TOWNSMAN accompanied 
last Friday’s inspection tour which 
left town officials enthusiastic 
about the building itself, but in- 
sistent that the contractor clean 
the building as per contract. Over 
a dozen Bancroft PTA members 
came in Saturday to help by doing 
some cleaning, ‘‘but we’re all 
through with that,’’ said Lloyd. 
‘‘We’re through doing the things 
the contractor is supposed to do,’’ 

The school committee com- 
pletely endorsed the building com- 
mittee stand that the contractor 
ean go right on paying the bills for 
Bancroft until it is acceptable. 

Their unanimous opinion: ‘‘We 
don’t want the building until its 
ready.”’ 


Principals Give 
Budget Support 


School principals told the school 
committee Tuesday night that they 
were willing to stand up in town 
meeting to help the committee ex- 
plain to the public why further 
school budget cuts would seriously 
affect their educational programs. 

High School Principal Philip 
Wormwood, for example, said he 
was sure the public did not realize 
what cutting the request for new 
personal would mean to students. 

He said that when in his school, 
enrollment in English courses 
would be up 100 pupils over last 
year, in Spanish up 52 pupils, in 
20th Century History up 70 pupils, 
etc. more teachers must be hired, 
or the classes simply cannot meet. 
A third year electronics course 
for which students have signed up 
will be cancelled, if a teacher 
cannot be hired. 

The school committee welcomed 
the principals’ support, and said 
that both groups must be able and 
ready to justify the $101,000 for 


the 38 teachers they feel the system 
urgently needs. Superintendent Ed- 
ward I, Erickson suggested a meet- 
ing to map out a plan for presen- 
tation.

Fred Fitzgerald, Superintendent 
Edward I, Erickson and Berberian, 
reported that 10 accounts hrd*sen 
overdrawn to a trtal of $54,000. 
Four accounts were underdrawn 
$17,000, the net overdrawn being 
about $34,000, This happens to hit 
almost on the nose the amount 
which the business office over- 
looked while posting, and thought 
was still available.

King said that he did not feel

The school depart- 
ment evidently does not have de- 
tailed enough records to indicate 
whether the overexpenditures were 
or were not items which other- 
wise would have had to be bought 
in 1969,

Watchful Eye On Manager Charter 


The League of Women Voters of 
Andover has stated once again its 
concern for the Town Manager- 
Selectman form of local govern- 
ment. In a paid advertisement in 
the TOWNSMAN last week the 
league urged townspeople to ‘‘elect 
on Mar¢h 3rd officials who under- 
stand and who will govern accord- 
ing tothe provisions and philosophy 
of the town manager charter.”’ 
Why does the League take this 
stand? 

Towns in Mass. are governed 
by one of three methods: 

1. Selectman-Town Meeting. 

2. Selectman-Executive Secre- 
tary-Town Meeting. 

3. Selectman-Manager-Town 
Meeting. 

Until 1959 Andover was governed 
by selectman-town meeting. Be- 
tween 1950-55 the Town ex- 
perienced a growth of about 2100 
people. The resulting increase in 
town services threw aheavy burden 
on the three-man board of select- 
men, Therefore, the town meeting 
of 1955 authorized a committee to 
study the advisability of changing 
the administration of town govern- 
ment. As a result of this study, the 
1956 town meeting voted to petition 
the General Court of Mass. for a 
change to the . selectman-town 
manager plan. 

During 1955-1956 the Andover 
league also studied various forms 
of town government. Trips were 
taken to other towns that either 
had a town manager, were about 
to have one or had had one and 
given it up for some reason. Public 
meetings were held on the subject 
and an organized debate was spon- 
sored by the league. Out of allthis 
came a strong desire onthe part of 
league members that our form of 
government should be changed and 
the selectman-town manager form 
would be the best for Andover. 

Working with the Taxpayer’s 
Association, the Charter Study 
Committee and other interested 
citizens, the league helped inform 
the townspeople through mailings, 
newspaper publicity and informal 
coffees as to what the new charter 
meant to Andover. On March 3, 
1958 the voters accepted the new 
charter by a vote of 3138 in favor 
to 2792 opposed, A new 5-man 
board of selectmen was _ sub- 
sequently elected in March 1959 
and with the hiring of Thomas Duff 
as town manager in the spring of 
1959 the charter finally became 
operative. Mr. Duff served for five 
years and in July 1964 Richard 
Bowen was hired as the town’s se- 
cond town manager.
